The 
firm he joined was soon sold and 
Emanuel made millions, giving 
him the financial security to get 
back into politics.

Lincoln Park fish killed slowly ahead of pond restoration project 


Thousands of fish in Lincoln Park’s South 
Pond began floating to the surface early 
Thursday after officials from the Illinois 
Department of Natural Resources applied 
a special poison to the shallow 5.2-acre lake, 
a step meant to prepare the area for a S12 
million restoration project. 

The fish die-off is gradual and likely will 
take at least two days, said officials with 


Lincoln Park Zoo, though workmen in two 
small aluminum boats worked busily Thursdav 

■■ V 

afternoon picking up fish carcasses. 

“We were told that the big die-off is during 
the first day/* said Neal David, vice president 
of facilities at the zoo, which is raising funds 
for the pond renovation and will take over its 
maintenance and administration from the 
C Chicago Park District. 


ITie zoo will drain the pond late this month 
and plans to refashion its shoreline and 
dredge the lake bottom early next year. The 
zoo is transforming the pond and surrounding 
grounds into a native wilderness showcase. 

South Pond has been home to bluegill, 
large mouth bass, black crappie and channel 
catfish, plus non-nadve species like goldfish 
probably dropped there by pet owners who 


w^anted to get rid of them, said David. 

The Department of Natural Resources had 
recommended the fish be destroyed because 
it w^^ould be illegal to introduce nonnative 
species to the wild by moving them from the 
pond to public streams or lakes. Because of 
the pond's dirty water, it’s likely the fish who 
were living there had diseases, making them 
undesirable for adoption.

dens ot thousands of Cdiicagoans participate in the CAPS program^ which 
operates in each of the city^s 25 police districts, Pienry said. Each police district is 
divided into three sectors, which are then divided into beats. 'Phere are about 2^^o 
patrol beats in the city 

The CAPS arm of the police department holds beat meetings monthly to 
exchange information with residents about crime and community problems. Each 
of the 25' police districts has an office, which may serve as the location for the 
(vAPS meetings, Henry said. Other beat meetings occur in churches, libraries or 
communitv centers. 

About 6,000 residents attend beat meetings monthly Henry estimates, lb help 
ensure beat meetings are run smoothly, 25 sergeants and six lieutenants recently 
were assigned to help the program and follow up with the community to see if 
problems have been solved. 

But there’s more bad news for the police force. Daley’s budget proposal 
cuts the coffers for CAPS'' implementation office by about Si. 5 million to 
S5.1 million annually. 

“The loss of that money is part of the challenge of having to do more 
with less/’ Henry said. “We only have 13,000 police officers. We can’t 
be on every street corner.”

To get involved in CAPS» the city's community 
policing program, first you have to know your 
beat. Call 311 to find out the time and place of 
your local monthly beat meeting. 

CAPS director Vance Henry said the goal is 
to increase the number of block clubs, in which 
residents of the same block join together to solve 
a community problem. CAPS also is looking for 
help with the safe passage program, an initiative 
to keep children safe on their way to and from 
school. 

"The hallmark of community policing in 
Chicago is the people,” Henry said. "Be the eyes 
and the ears.”

The Titans are trying to win with a jour- 
neyman quarterback of their own — Kerry 
Collins, who is starting for his fifth NFL 
team. He was forced onto the field in the sea- 
son opener when Vince Young suffered a knee 
injury Collins has steered the Titans to seven 
consecutive victories as the starter. 

The 'Litans aren\ asking CTollins to win 
games with his arm, and he’s not. Fie has 
tossed touchdown passes in only three of his 

seven starts and hasn’t thrown anv in his last

But the legs of rookie Chris Johnson and 
another ferocious defensive front seven give 
the Titans their best team on paper since 
200 On when they posted a 13-3 record on the 
way to the AFC^’s top seed.

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Coldplay on global tour as latest album's sales continue to pile up

Perfonning in Coldplay— p erf o mi ing in the world’s biggest band — 
could get comfy. Too comify even. 

For bassist Guy Berryman, though, the nightly thrill is intact. 
Stepping on stage still brings a 
tingle — that rush of blood, you 
might call it. 

“■I don’t get nervous anymore. 

But 1 still get that great sense of 
excitement/’ he said. “1 love that 
moment right before we go on, 
that anticipation of the lights com- 
ing down. It never tires for me/’ 

("oldplay is on a global tour sup- 
porting “Vida La Vida or Death and All His Friends,’’ the British 
band’s fourth album. In a year of music industry struggles, the 
album is a big-time standout, having enjoyed the biggest debut 
yet for Berryman, vocalist-pianist Chris Martin, guitarist Jonny 
Buckman and drummer Will Champion. In the LIS. alone, the 
album sold 720,000 copies its first week, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan — more than joo,ooo of them on the first day 

With sales of the album continuing to pile up, the band has been 
on the road nearly nonstop since June. 


‘AVeVe got four records now, so we have to get the balance right 
between the new album and the old songs people want to hear/’ 
Berryman said. ‘‘We try to make it as dynamic as possible from 
beginning to end.” 

A revamped production team has brought a new visual look to 
f ioldplay’s stage production and even introduced what Berrjmian 
describes as “a fe^v things people haven't seen before at other con- 
certs.” 

(Chicagoans’ best bets to catch the band before it goes back to 
Europe are Nov 13 in Kansas (City Mo., and Nov. 14 in St. Paul. 

For the decade-old band, life on the road is lo^v-key these days. 

'‘We destroyed ourselves a few times by not looking after our- 
selves — partying every night, staying up late/’ Berryman said, 
recalling the band’s early days. “Certainly, for me in particular, we’re 
really just trying to keep healthy It’s that age-old thing: healthy 
body healthy mind. Fd have laughed at myself a few years ago if 1 
could hear myself saying that. But it’s true." 

(Coldplay will wrap up its year of touring with a series of U.K. 
dates in December. yVfter a month break, the band will regroup in 
the studio to begin cutting material for a fifth album. 

“The plan, in an ideal world,” Berryman said, “is to have some- 
thing finished by the end of 2009.”

Tough going 
for Jackson

Janet Jackson is having a rough year. 

Her current album, “Discipline/’ arrived 
in February to such disappointing sales that 
in September, with fewer than a half-million 
copies sold, she ended her contract with the 
label, Island Def Jam, leaving her indepen- 
dent. 

On top of that, the 42 -year-old singer is 
not choreographing any makeup dates for the 
seven performances on her troubled “Rock 
Witchu” tour that initially were postponed 
because of her illness “due to conflicts in the 
singer’s schedule/’ said a statement released 
by tour organizer Live Nation on Tuesday 

The canceled stops, originally sched- 
uled Sept. 29 to Oct. 13, include: Montreal; 
Boston; Philadelphia; Greensboro, N.CL; Ft. 
Lauderdale; Uncasville, Conn.; and Syracuse, 
N.Y. 

Her first tour in seven years started shak- 
ily this fall, with shows suddenly canceled or 
postponed. Her spokesman said thatjackson, 
42, suffered from vestibular migraines that 
could cause dizziness — a problem for a per- 
former who, in concert, is more a dancer than 
a singer. The tour’s original opening act, LL 
(/ool J, dropped off the bill. 

But the shows she did perform were not 
w^eighed down, some critics said. And they 
followed a familiar script. 

Her constant subject is longing: for sex 
both tender and kinky but also for compan- 
ionship and devotion, a theme she does well.

Tm beginning to wonder if anyone knows 
the true meaning of the word insecure. 

People often misuse it. 

My trustv^Merriam-Webster’s Pocket 
Dictionary defines insecure as uncertain, 
unsafe or fearful. Some people take the 
meaning to a different level by ascribing a 
value judgment; they define insecure as a 
byproduct of low self-esteem or paranoia. 

1 was listening to the radio in my car a 
lew nights ago. I happened onto “Sticky 
Situation” on B96, a fun segment in which a 
listener calls in to described a suspicion that his/her significant other 
is messing around. Julian, the Dj, then prank calls the could-be cheat- 
er, claiming that he/she has won a prize, and asks lor the name of the 
suspected cheater^s significant other for the prize voucher. If the sus- 
pected cheater subfnits the wrong name, he/she is busted— on the a in 

A female caller suspected her boyfriend of cheating. She knew the 
name of the alleged other woman and was looking for the truth so 
she could dump him if he had been cheating. 

Claiming to be calling from a movie theater, Julian told Boyfriend 
that he had won a free trip for ty^o to Hawaii. Boyfriend was elated 
and, without hesitation, named the other woman as his trip com- 
panion. 

The female caller began screaming: You [bleep]! 1 can’t believe 
you [bleep] that [bleep]!’' 

Boyfriend’s reaction was priceless; he immediately jumped on the 
defensive and accused her of being insecure. 

At that point Boyfriend worked my last nerve, and 1 ceased to be 
entertained. 1 was tempted to call and deliver my inspired soliloquy

It was far more 
convenient to tell me that I was imagining a problem based on a self- 
esteem deficit. 

1 tried to quell my booming inner voice, which told me that he 
was lying to me. Fortunately my inner voice is persistent, and even- 
tually I discovered that niy suspicions were warranted. 

Insecurity is what it is, without judgment. Relationships in jeop- 
ardy bring about uncertainty!^ and fear. If one party is upsetting the 
stability of the relationship, the other party will and should feel inse- 
cure. If it doesn’t feel right, 1 recommend embracing the insecurity 
and trusting the inner voice. 

I promised myself that I would never again attempt to stifle my 
instincts. If any future boyfriend sense that I’m feeling uncertain 
about the relationship, 1 will know he’s a good guy if he has aji inter- 
est in rectifying the problem together, without immediately point- 
ing the finger of blame in my direction. 

If he accuses me of being insecure, rU try to resist the urge to call 
B96 and have Julian verify my sticky situation.

By all accounts, Dr. Andrew Bagby was a wonderful 
guy — a young faniily-practice physician with a terrific 
personality and loving parents, relatives and friends. 

But on Nov 5, 200 1 j the iS-year-old Bagby was 
shot to death in Derry Ibw^nship, Pa., near the hospi- 
tal where he worked. He was wounded five times — in 
the face, the chest, twnce in the buttocks and in the 
back of the head — with a .22-caliber handgun. 

The prime suspect was his ex-girlfriend, Dn 
Shirley lurner. Possessing a dual passport, she fled 
to St.John's in Canada's Newfoundland and soon 
announced she was pregnant w^ith Bagby's child. 
She named their son Zachary. 

Bagby's oldest friend, filmmaker Kurt Kuenne, 
initially wanted to make a film to honor his slain 
buddy for family friends and the future recipients 
of the scholarships created in Bagby's name at his 
w^orkplace in Pennsylvania and his iilma mater, 
the medical school at Memorial University of 
Newfoundland. 

But after the birth of Zachary in 2002, Kucnne 
changed direction and decided the documentary 
w^ould be a perfect way for the little boy to get to 
know his father. 

As it turned out, "‘Dear Zachary: A Letter to a 
Son About His Father,” which opens Friday ended 
up centering on Bagby's loving parents, David and 


Kathleen Bagby. 

The couple left their home in Sunnyvale, Calif., 
and moved to St.John’s after Turner was arrested 
there, then released on bail^her psychiatrist 
helped pay for it— and given custody of Zachary as 
she awaited extradition to the US. 

Fearing for the boy’s safety David and Kathleen 
Bagby attempted to win custody of him, but they 
ran into judicial roadblocks in C.anada. While they 
were trying to persuade the system that Turner was 
unstable (she had attempted suicide w^hen a prevF 
ous boyfriend broke up with her), the Bagbys were 
beset with another devastating tragedy. This forms 
another major turning point in the film. 

The target audience for ''Dear Zacharj;” Kuenne 
said, is the Canadian voting public, which he hopes 
wdll change the bail and extradition laws in Canada 
after seeing the movie. 

■■‘We have had a lot of film festival screenings in 
Canada,” he said. “1 did a letter-wTiting campaign 
to all 400 members of the Parliament when the 
film had its premiere back in April, inviting them 
to come to a screening,” 

A senator from Alberta, he said, recently saw the 
film in Edmonton. 

“I haven’t talked to him yet, but he spoke to 
Andrew ’s father after the screening,” he said. “The 
audience gave it two standing ovations.”

Samuel L. Jackson remembers late co-star Bernie Mac

The buddy road-trip movie "‘Soul Men” will be 
remembered as the untimely swan song of Bernie 
Mac, the Chicago comic who died in August at 50. 

When it’s about Mac and Samuel L. Jackson, 
co-starring as former band mates bickering over 
decades of pent-up resentments, “Soul Alen” has a 
raunchy, buoyant energ)^ about it. Mac and Jackson 
bounce off each other with expert timing and wild- 
eyed volatility. 

That’s not surprising, considering Mac and 
Jackson were longtime friends who had been 
looking for a project to do together. 

‘All kinds of things made it worthwhile,” Jackson 
told the New York Times Syndicate. “Plus Bernie 
and I like each other a lot.” 


Jackson said he didn’t get to spend much time 
with Mac, who starred in “'Phe Bernie Mac Show,” 
the Fox comedy series that aired from 2001 to 2006. 
But the C^hicago comic used to perform at Jackson’s 
golf tournament in Bermuda, the actor said. 

“We used to talk about blowing up and being 
famous and doing all this stuff and all of that 
Jackson said. “1 would run into him at functions, 
and we got to get together.” 

In the film, Mac’s Floyd Henderson and Jackson’s 
Louis Hinds were singers for Marcus Hooks (John 
Legend), and the three were a popular Mo town- 
style group. With the announcement of Marcus’ 
death decades later, Louis and Floyd reunite for a 
tribute concert at the Apollo Theater in Harlem. 

Mac, who died of pneumonia and the lung disease 


sarcoidosis, was ili for much of the “Sou] Alen” 
shoot, but Jackson describes him as ready willing 
and mostly able during production. 

“Bernie was in and out of being in great health to 
OK health, ’’Jack son told thel imes news service. “He 
used his oxygen when he needed it, so betw^een shots 
I was always saying, 'Bernie, put the oxygen on/ 

“But if there was an audience there and a micro- 
phone, Bernie went to work,” Jackson said. “Irw^as 
like a marriage made in heaven. Lle’d say 'There’s an 
audience here. 1 Ve got to tell some jokes.’ So he’d be 
doing his standup act.” 

The end of “Soul Men” features a dedication 
to Mac and co-star Isaac Hayes, who also died in 
jYugust after suffering a stroke. Among the footage 
is Alac cracking up extras and an inter\ 4 ew with Alac 
discussing his career in which the comedian says he 
cherishes “each doggone moment” of his life. 

Jackson, who called them “two real soul men,” 
said Alac would have seen the film as a fitting final 
project. 

“It’s the perfect send-off for a guy we knew, 
admired and just were so in love with, ’’Jackson told 
the news service. “It’s perfect.” 


The verdict: This tale 
of old pros quickly 
turns into amateur 
hour with comedic 
hijinks way, way 
below the sort of 
situations these two 
vets should have to 
deal with. Mac and 
Jackson seem too 
angry when they Ye 
Jawing at each other 
to land on anything 
funny. Much of the 
film feels bitter and 
sad rather than a 
better-late-than- 
never opportunity to 
rejoice. Thank heaven 
for the musical 
performances, the 
only moments that 
find soul in this slop.

The Australian comic created, wrote and 
stars in the mocktimentary ‘^Summer Heights 
High,"’ which debuts at 9:30 p.m. Sunday on

All nuts have their own specific nutrition story 
to tell. Walnuts, compared to other nuts, have the 
highest levels of plant-based omega-3 fatty acids and 
are among the highest in disease- fighting antioxi- 
dant levels, riiey even beat out a glass of red wine in 
content of phenol, which is one of the most potent 
antioxidants. 


» Nuts, depending on the variety, contain 
ail kinds of important nutrients, including 
B vitamins, protein and fiber Walnuts are 
high in plant-based omega-3 fatty acids. 
Almonds are a particularly good source of 
vitamin E, and peanuts are a good source 
of folate. Cashews provide copper, and 
hazelnuts offer manganese, both important 
micronutrients. 

» The protein in nuts puts them in the 


"meat" category of the USDA MyPyramid 
diet guidelines. According to the USDA, a 
half-ounce of nuts is equal to 1 ounce of 
meat in meal planning. 

» Studies suggest that eating 15 ounces 
per day of most nuts as part of a diet low 
in saturated fat and cholesterol and not 
increasing overall caloric intake may reduce 
the risk of heart disease. But it's interesting 
to note that does not apply to Brazil nuts.
